DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 4-1 2, 1 5, 1 6, 1 8-34 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the device claimed by Applicant. As noted by the BPAI in the 
decision rendered 26 March 2008, the prior art fails to disclose or suggest a valve with 
biasing members coupled to a flexible member. While ribs 7 disclosed by US 4,991 ,745 
to Brown selectively stiffen the valve member, there is no disclosure that the ribs 
perform any biasing action, as required by Applicant's claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
